The 13th World Festival of Youth and Students

As the 13th 
WFYS is to be held in the DPRK, a non-aligned 
country, it is expected that it will be participated by 
much more delegates of the youths and students and 
regional organizations than the previous festivals. In 
this view, the Pyongyang Festival will be the large 
international political gathering.
